What is Ше concept of Velvet Damita? 

Velvet Damita is an alternative clothing brand aimed 
for "vamps” today. The target age is very broad, 
since the idea is to create designs for both young 
women and women who over the years want to stay 
true to their unique style when dressing. These de- 
signs, made entirely by hand, are aimed at women 
very seductive, confident and bold, but with a very 
cute style to yet elegant at times. 

It currently has two lines. The first, "Velvet Damita" 
is formed by a more sophisticated and extremely co- 
lection. The second "МО", focuses on more basic 
items, but without losing the essence of the brand. 
Apart from these two lines, also features "Damita's 
Atelier”, which offers the possibility of fully customi- 
zed garments and as per request. 


How did that name? 

Unlike what many people may think, "Damita" not 
from "Little Lady”. It really inspires me to Lili Damita, 
a dancer and music halls French actress, who was 
the first wife of Errol Flynn. 

"Velvet" means “Terciopelo” in Spanish. It is one of 
my favorite fabrics, along the skin, and | think my 
personality perfectly defined. 


When and how the decision is made to study de- 
sign?

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The street is lined with restaurants, night clubs, disco- 
theques and bars. There are also strip clubs, sex 
shops, brothels, a sex museum and similar busines- 
ses. 


The Operettenhaus, a musical theatre, is also located 
at the Reeperbahn. It played Andrew Lloyd Webber's 
Cats for many years, after that Mamma Mia!, an ABBA- 
musical, and now"Ich war noch niemals in New York", 
("| have never been in New York") featuring hit songs 
by Austrian singer/songwriter Udo Jürgens. There are 
other theatres at the Reeperbahn (St. Pauli Theater, 
Imperial Theater, Schmidts Tivoli) and also several Ca- 
barets/Varietés. 


A famous landmark 1$ the Davidwache, a police station 
located on the South side of the Reeperbahn at the 
cross street Davidstraße. Street prostitution is legal 
during certain times of the day on Davidstraße. The 
Herbertstraße, a short side street off the Davidstraf e, 
has prostitutes behind windows waiting for custo- 
mers. Since 1933, large screens block the view into 
Herbertstraße from the adjacent streets. Since the 
1970s, there have been signs saying that entrance to 
the street is prohibited for women and juveniles; ho- 
wever,technically it is a public road which anyone may 
enter. 


The Grofše Freiheit "Great Freedom") is a cross street 
on the North Side with several bars, clubs and a Ca- 
tholic church. In former years, several sex theatres 
here (Salambo, Regina, Colibri, Safari) would show live 
sex acts on stage. As of 2007, the Safari is the only live 
sex theatre left in Germany. The popular table dance 
club Dollhouse now takes the place of the Salambo. 
Hotel Luxor, Hamburg's oldest brothel that had opera- 
ted on this street for 60 years, was closed in 2008. The 
street's name comes from the fact that Catholics were 
allowed to practise their religion here at a time when 
this district did not yet belong to Hamburg; they were 
forbidden from doing so in Protestant Hamburg pro- 
per. 


In 1967, Europe's largest brothel at the time, the six- 
floor Eros Center, was opened on the Reeperbahn. It 
was closed in the late 1980s amidst the AIDS scare. 

At a major trial during 2006/2007, ten members of the 
"Marek Gang", which controls brothels on and near the 
Reeperbahn, were charged with pimping. The judge ге- 
Jected the charge of forming a criminal gang and han- 


perbann 








ded out suspended sentences: the men had started re- 
lationships with young women in local discotheques 
In order to recruit them to work in their brothels, ап Ше- 
gal practice if the women are under 21 years of age; 
some men had also abused some of their women. 
Due to the problems with prostitution and the high 
crime rate, in 2007 the Senate of Hamburg enacted a 
ban on weapons in the Reeperbahn area. The only 
other such area with a weapons ban in Hamburg 15 the 
Hansaplatz, St. Georg. 


The St Pauli Preservation Society decries the ongoing 
gentrification of the area. Several old-timers[blamed 
the decline of the Reeperbahn's prostitution and por- 
nography businesses on the rise of discotheques and 
cheap bars that attract teenage customers.

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As it uses to happen with the Middle Аде" celebrities, enveloped in an aura and fog of 
doubt, we don't know exactly when this intrepid couture revolutionary was born. Surely 
Itwas about the twenties, because on the contrary, we wouldn't have had the necessary 
age to enlist as a pilot in the Royal Air Force during the Second World War. 


Germany being defeated and Europe destroyed, thousands of volunteers and demobi- 
lized soldiers found themselves in front of “and what's now?". Young, without occupa- 
tion or responsibilities, after having a psychological and marital crisis for being unable 
to leave his passion for leather clothing, we spent his time with a hobby according to 
his role in the army, motorcycling. He made the most of the wretched profits he obtained 
doing wedding photos (a cruel job for a just divorced, but he had a great stile and ability 
оп it) to buy a motorcycle and, wearing his old pilot suit, take his affairs to the races. If 
someone still don't knows, in England rains constantly and it's reeeeeeeeally cold. His 
pillion passengers were soaking wet, so he tried to find body suits, XS men sizes in 
biker's shops, to dress them up. But those were still too big and didn't fit perfectly. 


Where other would resign, he bought a sewing machine and some meters of leather 
and, without a previous experience in patterns, he made his first leather catsuit, hugged 
to the feminine curves. In the motorcyclist meetings, people died of envy and ask him 
for a similar suit for their couples (it was the best that could be found in those days). 
The seventies were just to come and Sutcliffe mount an improvised workshop in a small 
room in Hampstead. His models defined themselves by letting the curves to shine out, 
by fitting as a glove in a mixture of fashion and functionality. As he didn't have previous 
sewing formation, nothing restrained him of trying new ways to sew ог assembling the 
patterns. The result? Awesome! The fame that followed their creations surpassed biker's 
circles and created a true fetish movement around the stuff that came out from his 
workshop. 


And what about latex? Would his costumers like its shine? Someone told him not to 
work with rubber, because it was a really complicated material to sew (gluing, curling). 
No attention at all. He bought some rolls, experimented with different glues and, what 
can | tell you, the result increased the list of followers. His suits, capes and leggings 
gate-crashed in Shaftesbury Lane stages and into the big screen. Although it's a com- 
mon error to attribute him Emma Peel's designs for The Avengers television series (they 
were done in his workshop but weren't his), he was the truly author of The Valkerie, 
Moon Zero Two and other commercial or artistic proJects' wardrobe. 


The costumers were loyal, fanatic, but scarce. It was necessary to publicize, and so he 
published (with a more than unspecific regularity) a DIN A5 magazine, AtomAge. It was 
a display window for his models and novelties, with photos and drawings by himself, 
some permanent column and... and few or nothing else. Although it had a limited print 
run, a word by mouth propagation and the obligation of acquiring it by postal mall, it 
became the first fetish underground cult magazine. It was 1972, his workshop was now 
In London, bigger, better conditioned. His designs were better... according to the époque. 
Fast scoops on AtomAge magazine automatically carries your hand to the mouth and 
makes you exclaim "Oh my goodness!" Those trousers with such a high rise, carnival 
hoods with feathers, cross-eyed masks... backcombed hairs! What a huge damage have 
done 70" and 80" to the style! At number 13 cover, the model appears wearing a red latex 
dress, brown country boots... and a Spanish guitar. Folk BDSM? Bravo and hurray!

Club AntiChrist was born in the summer of 
2004 at Camden's Electric Ballroom. It ran on 
3 bank holiday Sundays in May and August 
and featured the first live body suspension in 
the UK, Perversion dancers, and a live band 
or two. It ran between 10pm-4am in 2 rooms, 
with the entertainment interrupting the main 
dancefloor at intervals. When the Ballroom 
introduced 'Inferno' in its place, AntiChrist 
went on hiatus. 


We ran a hugely successlul re-launch night 
at Sin in Charing Cross on November 23rd 
2007, when around 900 attendees were tre- 
ated to 5 live bands, 2 dancefloors, a dun- 
geon and a theatre that ran for 8 hours 
straight! Eight hours of non-stop shows - 
gore, bellydancing, mime, strippers, burles- 
que, fire, blood and angle grinding Smurfs! 
Sadly, Just weeks after that launch night, Sin 
was pulled down to make way for a new tube 
station and we found our new home at The 
Colosseum Club in Vauxhall. 


What we do 


We are an Alternative Club first and fore- 
most! We do have a dungeon and a couples 
darkroom, and we allow full nudity in the 
dresscode - but that doesn't make us а tra- 
ditional fetish club! 


We created AC with the aim of offering so- 
mething new; the club we always wanted to 
go to but didn't exist. So, AntiChrist offers: 


A party vibe - informal, friendly, fun and a 
good excuse for dressing up. 


Bands - ranging through brutal industrial to 
рипКрор to Rock 'n' Roll to electro and more. 
See below for a full history. 


Shows - Again, a wide range of styles inclu- 
ding strippers, burlesque, fire, black comedy, 
magic, needles, fashion shows... 


A good mix of music - 'Purefuckingindustrial' 
(PFI) offers industrial and dark electro, "The 
Hellfire Room’ is goth, 80's, and what we call 


'Alt Anthems' - Prodigy, Manson, Rammstein 
et al. Sometimes we also have 'HellHole' pla- 
ying rock, metal and industrial metal. 


Dungeon - it's well equipped and staffed 
should you wish to try it. If it's not your 'thing' 
then you can walk right on past the door! 


Couples darkroom - as above, you can skip 
this as you wish, but if you do fancy being a 
bit naughty there's somewhere comfy and 
safe to go! 


Freebies, happy hours and giveaways! The- 
re's a free raffle every Halloween and we 
often have cds, gig and festival tickets and 
other bits to give away. We have 3 happy 
hours as we know London drinks prices can 
feel a bit steep, we give away free cake at our 
Birthday event, free sweets and condoms at 
every AC, and have had caricaturists sket- 
ching for free too! 


What we don't do 


The venue and it's furniture, bars, security-, 
cleaning- and bar-staff, the cabs outside, the 
carpark, cloakroom, drink prices... are all out 
of our control as they are run by the venue. 
Naturally we communicate with the venue 
management should there be a problem, and 
we negotiated the 'Happy Hours’ at the bar, 
but all those things mentioned are not run by 
AC. 


Other things we don't do: house/funky 
beats/trance/dance music - it's common to 
hear that kind of thing in other big fetish 
clubs, but It's not our cup of tea! We don't do 
'wanky men' either. It's so impolite and to- 
tally non-consensual, so we won't tolerate it. 
We were a bit taken by surprise by the wanky 
men at the re-launch in '07, but have since 
cracked down on them and happily can re- 
port that we haven't had a problem with it for 
years :)

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Niceland, formerly Iceland, was a heavy metal Icelan- 
dic group established in 1983 by Jaz Coleman from KI- 
Iling Joke and the Icelandic band Þeyr. 


In 1982 Jaz Coleman, the leading vocalist of Killing 
Joke, moved to Iceland next to his guitarist Kevin 'Ge- 
ordie' Walker in pursuit of resurrecting the Icelandic 
rock scene. There, they contacted some musicians and 
started playing with Peyr, which was an accomplished 
New Wave group not only in Iceland, but in Scandinavia 
as well. 


By 1982 beyr's lineup consisted of singer Magnus 
Guömundsson, guitarists Guölaugur Kristinn Óttars- 
son and Þorsteinn Magnússon, bassist Hilmar Orn Ag- 
narsson, and drummer Sigtryggur Baldursson. 
However, Porsteinn Magnússon left the band to begin 
his own solo project, Stanya, soon releasing an album 
titled Lif. Singer Magnus took his place in the group. 


In 1983, beyr and Jaz Coleman formed a group called 
Iceland, but later the name was changed to Niceland 
by guitarist Guölaugur Ottarsson. 


Niceland rehearsed for a few weeks and after creating 


five songs they went to Hljóðriti studios and recorded 
only three. The group was dissolved after the recording 
sessions because Jaz had problems with alcohol and 
the band decided to write their own songs. Jaz joined 
guitarist Árni Kristjánsson and drummer Þórarinn Kris- 
tjánsson from the band Vonbrigði and played for a 
while until he reassembled Killing Joke with bassist 
Birgir Mogensen, and guitarists Guðlaugur and Geor- 
die. They played for about two months, and then Jaz 
returned to Great Britain to reestablish Killing Joke. 


Þorsteinn Magnússon returned to Þeyr and toured 
Scandinavia, but Þeyr broke up in July 1983 and its 
members followed different paths. The three tracks re- 
corded by Niceland have remained as unpublished 
material up to present times.

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You have already played several times at Wave 
Gotik Treffen. Could you tell us some impressions 
focusing on the differences between the first time 
you did in 1993 and the last time, just some weeks 
ago?
